Bringing a little beauty to 
Cucamonga Elementary 
School is something Jesus 
“Chuy” Lopez likes to do. 

When spring comes to 
Rancho Cucamonga, the rose 
garden at Cucamonga 
Elementary School — his 
garden — begins blooming 
profusely in a blaze of color.

Sylvanus Thayer, father of 
technical education in America, 
was honored June 7 by the 
issuance of a 9-cent Great 
Americans series stamp in 
Braintree, Mass. 

Thayer pioneered reforms at 
the United States Military 
Academy. A Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate and class valedictorian 
at both Dartmouth and the 
academy, Thayer was a military 
architect and engineer when 
Secretary of War James Monroe 
sent him to Europe after the War 
of 1812 to study military 
education and to collect a library 
on the subject. 

Thayer returned with nearly 
1,000 volumes, which he utilized 
when Monroe became president 
and appointed him 
superintendent of the academy 
in 1817. Ironically, Thayer 
relieved Alden Partridge, who 
also was honored on a Great 
Americans series stamp issued 
this year. The change in 
leadership caused a yearlong 
dispute between the two men 
that ended with Partridge 
resigning from the Army. 


Under Thayer’s guidance, the 
academy became the first purely 
technological school in the 
United States, and the 
curriculum and teaching 
techniques he developed had a 
nationwide influence during the 
struggle to meet the educational 
demands of the Industrial 
Revolution. 

His graduates occupied 
professorial chairs at 47 colleges 
and universities in 16 states and 
16 others became college 
presidents. His engineering 
students constructed hundreds 
of roads and bridges, discovered 
the source of the Mississippi 
River and built the Erie Canal 
and the interlocking 
transportation lanes of the Great 
Lakes. 


Thayer retired with the rank of 
brigadier general in 1863 after 
serving an apparent record 55 
years without leave in the U.S. 
Army. He later established and 
endowed the Thayer School of 
Engineering at Dartmouth 
College and provided funds fora 
public library in his hometown. 
He died in 1872. 


The Thayer stamp, 23rd in the 
Great Americans series, was 
designed by Robert Alexander 
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and Lesieli Taukei’aho.

students began their marketing 
adventure. 

The students use $100 in 
bogus money to buy their 
stocks. Classmates serve as 
broker and banker for the 
financial transactions. 

The class project 
incorporates reading, figuring 
percentages for the brokers 
commission, adding and 
subtracting skills. ‘‘Each 
student gets a stock certificate 
it is their responsibility,” 
Pertusati said. “‘If they lose 
their stock certificate, that’s 
tough.” 

The stock market is another 
step for the Los Amigos class. 
The students have been 
working with checkbooks 
throughout the year. ‘‘They get 
$5 for sitting quietly in their 
seats, $20 for turning in their 
homework on time all week,”’ 
she said. Pertusati uses the 
play money as a positive 
reinforcer. Students also must 
purchase their school supplies 
from their teacher with the 
bogus bills. 

“They can save their money 
and buy games or prizes at 
auctions held every other 
week,” she said. Pertusati pays 
for the student’s treats herself. 

She said all of her students 
have been excited about the 
dabbling in the stock market. 
“Even the real slow readers are 
motivated, reading the 
financial section of the paper 
and seeing them buying 
things.” 

“Lots of people don’t bother 
with the stock market because 
they don’t know what’s going 
on,” she said. “It’s been an 
education for me, too.” 

The students spend about 
two hours a week in small 
groups, pouring over the 
financial sections of the 
newspaper and working with 
calculaters, a new tool for 
some of the investors. 


“When we started this, | 
assumed all of them knew how 
to work with a calculator but 
they didn’t,” Pertusati said. 

The students have to figure 
their own stock price, how it’s 
going up or down, how much 
they made of iost on their 
stock and figure a three 
percent commission for the 
broker each time they buy or 
sell. 


“Some of the kids say they 
are going to buy stocks over 
the summer,” Pertusati said. 
“It’s fairly inexpensive if you 
buy the penny stocks and it’s 
fun to follow ... Their parents 
better guard their savings 
accounts.” 

The students also work in 
groups, sharing resources. 
“They talk to one another, help 
each other out and get along 
well,” she said. The girls in the 
class are doing just as well as 
the boys.

‘ ... and this wine will go well 
with cheese.” 

| have heard the phrase often 
and | realize that the author may 
have some passing 
acquaintance with wine, but 
more often than not the wine 
that is suggested ‘“‘will go well 
with cheese’”’ doesn’t, and 
moreover the author wouldn’t 
know which cheese would go 
with which wine if it bit him. 

Does it make a difference? 

Yes, to the person who pays 
attention to the aroma balance 
between the cheese and the 
wine. 

This is an important element 
in the selection of the right 
match: You don’t want a strongly 
flavored wine matched witha 
bland cheese, or a mild, delicate 
wine matched with a powerful 
cheese. One major reason, 
clearly, is to maximize the joys 
of both products. 

The following discourse is not 
definitive, but it is a beginning to 
an investigation into a most 
Sybaritic symbiosis. 

Wine and cheese have much 
in common. Both are made by a

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process that includes 
fermentation; both are made 
“unfinished” in the sense that 
both continue to develop after 
they are marketed. Some of them 
improve; most of them do not. 

Another interesting aspect of 
this comparison is that the same 
process — pasteurization — 
helps to stop the aging process 
in both wine and cheese. Both 
pasteurized wine and | 
pasteurized cheese are 
considered by some to be less 
than the finest quality. 

Moreover, wine can be made 
from different grape varieties, 
with different yeast strains, and 
cheese can be made from the 
milk of various animals. And 
wine can be blended with herbs 
(such as vermouth) and cheese 
can be blended with herbs (such 
as some processed cheese 
products). 

Although cheese is marketed 
under probably 1,000 names, 
there are really only a couple of 
dozen true varieties, and they 
really do match best with certain 
specific wines. 

For example, a cream sherry 
or a fine port, either a classic 
vintage port or a tawny port, 
matches beautifully with blue 
cheeses. The full, nutty 
sweetness of the wine would be 
offset by the sharpness and 
saltiness of the blue cheese. 

However, because some ports 
lack the aggressive aromas to 
match the sharpness of 
Gorgonzola or Roquefort, | prefer 
the slightly less forceful English 
Stilton with sweet dessert wines. 

When serving a fine old 
Burgundy or California Pinot 
Noir with cheese after dinner, 
the more delicate aromas 
demand a more delicate cheese. 
An aged cheddar would match 
well with these, and | usually 
choose three or four different 
types and styles of cheddars 
with such wines.

(such as Black Diamond), a

Vermont cheddar, and an 
English farmhouse cheddar offer 
different tastes with older red 
wines. 


(Be careful! of serving too 
scented a cheese with such 
delicate older wines. | once was 
served the rather forceful Asiago 
cheese with an older Bordeaux 
and the aroma of the cheese so 
filled the room few of us could 
tell what the wine smelled like.) 

Creamed cheeses are 
enjoyable as pre-courses to 
meals. When mixed with herbs, 
they can match well with 
sparkling wine (usually a Brut, 
since you want something 
relatively dry). | also have had 
them mixed with clams and 
served with heavier wines, such 
as Chardonnays. 


One of the best and least 
expensive creamed-type cheeses 
available in this country is 
Neufchatel, which is similar to 
cream cheese, but slightly less 
gummy, and lower in calories. It 
marries well with a variety of 
herbs, and matches well witha 
wide variety of wines. (When 
blended with dill and tarragon, 
for example, it’s good with 

Sauvignon Blanc.) 

Goat cheese also can be made 
in different ways. For example, 
when studded with cracked 
pepper it would match well with 
Petite Sirah or a gutsy French 
Rhone. 

Hard Jack cheese, Parmesan 
and other similar strongly 
scented hard cheeses as well as 
Brie and Camembert all match 
well with rich Zinfandels, 
especially late-harvest 
Zinfandels, and with younger 
Cabernets.

miles in the mornings, 
beginning at 5:30, work out on 
Nautilus equipment twice,a 
week, and slide in an aerobics 
class once in a while, if her 
husband can care for their 
daughter.

Special equipment 
like a wet suit, helmet, 
goggles, life jacket vest, neck 
protector and gloves are part of 
the skier’s gear. “‘We look like 
a bunch of goons,” Testa said. 

The equipment is expensive 
and is sometimes prohibitive to 
novice skiers. ‘‘But people will 
try to help them anyway they 
can, lending them equipment; 
you don’t have to have a boat 
to compete,” she said. 

Earlier this year, Testa had 
her first fall in two years. “‘l 
really needed to fall and not 
get hurt, otherwise that fear of 
falling develops,” she said. 


“Falling (and not being 
injured) can make you more 
aggressive and it helps with 
the mind games you play,” she 
said. 


“Anybody who waterskis can 
race. If 40 miles per hour is real 
fast for you still get the 
exhiliarating feeling,” she said. 

Testa said when she started 
skiing 45 to 50 miles per hour 
seemed fast to her, now she 
can do 60 to 65 mph a day with 
no trouble.
